“-yesterday President Kennedy 
established both the tone and ‘the 
first priority of his Government. 
The tone is dedication to a long, 
arduous task. which he can launch 
‘but cannot hope to finish. The first 
priority, above every other consid- 


eration, is the establishment of 
peace, through strength used 
wisely. 


The youngest elected President 
in: his nation’s history undertakes 
his work with all of youth’s energy 
but none of its illusions. He does not 
tell his people that the road ahead 
will be smooth, their life easy” He 
tells them ‘that the road will be 
rough, life dangerous, the future 
always at the peril of man’s folly. 
For such a time he makes no glit- 
tering promises; instead, he invokes 
the ancient energies of the Re- 
public for a great purpose—nothing 
less than the salvation of mankind.
